The staff at the hospital are part of 
one of two Departments. Defense Health Naval Hospital NMRTC NSF 
Agency (DHA) staff are part of the Beaufort Beaufort Beaufort 
Department of Defense (DoD) and are 
assigned to NH Beaufort. Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery (BUMED) staff are MCAS NMRTU 
part of the Department of the Navy (DoN) Beaufort | |Parris Island 
and are assigned to NMRTC Beaufort. Clinic Clinic 


The CO of NMRTC Beaufort is focused on 

producing medically ready forces and a ready medical force. He fosters and develops 
partnerships throughout the DHA Charleston Market. Through these partnerships, the command 
shared resources for inpatient mental health, outpatient mental health, ophthalmology, and Staff 
Education and Training. This partnership also supported our knowledge, skills, and abilities for 
the NMRTC Beaufort team. 


The CO is the commander/director of four interrelated organizations. He is the CO of NMRTC 
Beaufort, which includes subordinate clinics NMVRTU Parris Island and the MCAS Beaufort 
medical/dental clinics. He is also the installation CO of NSF Beaufort. Within the DHA 
structure, he is the Director of NH Beaufort, as well as the Director of the Charleston Market. 


NMRTC Beaufort provided health services for an eligible population of over 31,000 people, to 
include active duty service members, retiree’s, family members and veterans. NMRTC Beaufort 
and NMRTU Parris Island also provided support to approximately 20,000 (non-enrolled) recruits 
annually and the Marine Corps mission of “Making Marines” on Marine Corps Recruit Depot 
(MCRD) Parris Island. NMRTC Beaufort offers a full complement of medical and dental 
services. Patient needs that exceed the acuity or scope of services provided by NMRTC Beaufort 
are referred to the local Tricare-approved civilian network for care. 


NMRTC Beaufort’s two subordinate medical and dental clinics are resident aboard two nearby 
military installations: MCRD Parris Island and MCAS Beaufort. Command and staff from all 
three installations (sometimes referred to as the Beaufort Tri-command) liaison continuously 
with Medical Treatment Facility (MTF) staff in support of far more than the primary mission of 
medical and dental care. Tri-command leaders for such programs as public affairs, safety, law 
enforcement, emergency management, public works, antiterrorism, and security management 
interact regularly to strengthen the resiliency of all concerned. This liaison extends to non- 
military partner agencies “outside the gate” such as the Beaufort County Sheriff’s Office 
(BCSO) law enforcement team, the BCSO Emergency Management Division, Beaufort County 
Emergency Medical Services, the Beaufort/Town of Port Royal Fire Department, and our closest 
civilian hospital, Beaufort Memorial Hospital. The support and assistance of these and other 
agencies are invaluable to the command during both exercises and real-world emergencies. 


NMRTC Beaufort also enjoys an outstanding partnership with the Veterans Affairs (VA) 
administration, housing a Community Based Outpatient Clinic (CBOC) as a tenant on the fourth 
floor of the hospital. Together, under the Lowcountry Federal Healthcare Alliance (LFHA), we 
provide healthcare services to VA and Department of Defense patients where mutually 
beneficial. 


3. Chronology 


January 


7 NMRTU Parris Island conducted an active shooter drill. Clinic personnel focused on the 
“hide” portion of the run/hide/fight response. 


The number of staff members with currently active COVID-19 cases peaked at 31 cases. 
This was the highest case count since the beginning of COVID-19 case tracking in April of 
2020. 


10 Command Indoctrination (Command Indoc) was presented in the auditorium. Command 
Indoc was a monthly event for newly arrived personnel (active duty, civilian, and contractor) 
to receive briefs from a variety of program managers and other subject matter experts

covering need-to-know information and assist them in acclimating to the command. 
Command Indoc was typically scheduled beginning the first Monday of the month, with 
some variations for holidays and special events. In the beginning of 2022, the program and 
lasted three days. In the Fall, the Command Master Chief (CMC) lead an effort to reduce the 
length down to one day; beginning on 7 November, Command Indoc was presented in only 
one day. 


The flag was flown at half-staff as a mark of respect in honor of Harry Reid, former Majority 
Leader of the US Senate. The flag was returned to normal display on 13 January 2022 


NMRTC Beaufort Command Historian attended the unveiling of a memorial marker 
commemorating the presence of a prisoner of war camp in Beaufort during World War II. 
The Beaufort County Historical Society hosted the event at a park on Pigeon Point. The 
ceremony was also attended by the historian from the National Park Service (NPS). Building 
and maintaining partnerships with non-military history societies and agencies helps keep 
staff and visitors informed about the significant history of this site and this Command. 


Installation of an audio/video upgrade began in the command Emergency Operations Center 
(EOC). Overhead speakers and microphones were installed, as well as an A/V control panel 
to enable routing signals from TV tuners and several EOC computer stations to any or all of 
the six large display screens in the EOC. Video teleconferencing capability was also 
improved. The project was complete on Thursday, 27 January 2022. 


Annual antiterrorism exercise Citadel Shield Solid Curtain (CSSC-22) began. 


BUMED representative Mr. Brett Wallace arrived at NMURTC Beaufort to conduct an 
Emergency Preparedness Assist Visit (EPAV). The EPAV included an Emergency 
Management (EM) program review with guidance and advice from the subject matter expert. 
EPAV was completed and Mr. Wallace presented an out brief with the CO on 3 February, 
stating the command had “a strong EM Program with a team of true professionals."

NMRTC/NH Beaufort personnel are integral to the Incident Management Team (IMT) 
serving in the EOC for both the installation NSF Beaufort, and the primary tenant 
NMRTC/NH Beaufort. The EOC IMT was activated in response to CSSC-22 full scale 
exercise scenarios involving active shooter and suspicious package/bomb events. Hospital 
staff, including Veterans Affairs staff occupying the 4th deck of building 1, exercised shelter 
in place procedures (an observer from the VA in Charleston was present to evaluate VA staff 
performance). The barracks (building 148) was evacuated because it was within the stand- 
off perimeter of the simulated suspicious package. Outside agencies participating in the 
exercise included the MCAS Beaufort Explosive Ordnance Disposal (EOD) Team and the 
Beaufort County Sheriff's Office (BCSO). EPAYV visitor Mr. Wallace observed the IMT in 
action, and spoke highly of the IMT and Security personnel during the EPAV out brief with 
the CO.

A stone tool found under the NSF Beaufort baseball field during power distribution system 
renovations in approximately 2016 was given to the Command Historian for archiving/ 
preservation on 15 February. Working through Stephen R. Wise, Ph.D., Museum Curator of 
the MCRD Parris Island Museum, the artifact was identified. Dr. Wise reached out to Albert 
C. Goodyear III, Ph.D., Lithics Specialist with the South Carolina Institute for Archeology 
and Anthropology, and Dr. Goodyear identified the artifact as a Bascom point from the late 
Archaic / early Woodland period (c. 2000 — 1000 B.C.). “Concentrated in South Carolina in 
the lower Coastal Plain and in Southeast Georgia coastal plains. Some archaeologists call 
them rocker bottoms (bases)”, he said. On this date, the item was added to the display case 
in the small history room adjacent to the NMRTC Beaufort quarterdeck. 


Bascom Point (c. 2000 — 1000 B.C.) Area Found on NSF Beaufort 


NPS representatives visited NMRTC Beaufort to gather information in support of a cultural 
history survey. Historic Preservation Specialist Sean Dunlap, Historian Nathan Betcher, and 
Reconstruction Era National Historical Park Supervisor Scott Teodorski met with the 
Command Historian in support of the survey. The grounds upon which NMRTC Beaufort is 
built are historic in part due to the presence of the remains of the British Fort Frederick 
(1726-1756) on our Northwestern perimeter, and Camp Saxton (1861-1863), the area once 
occupied by Federal forces during the Civil War, within the bounds of the installation. On 1 
January 1863 at Camp Saxton, the Emancipation Proclamation was read to a crowd of 5000 
people. Many formerly enslaved people joined the First South Carolina Infantry, the first 
black regiment of soldiers in the U.S. Army, which trained at Camp Saxton.

An MHS Genesis Awareness Fair took place in the auditorium. The five-hour event 
familiarized staff with the new electronic health record system. Several other sessions of this 
type took place in the ensuing weeks. 


Offices for the Public Works Department moved from building 14 to building 15. The move 
took place from mid to late February and was completed by the planned deadline of 1 March. 


An F-18D from the 2nd Marine Aircraft Wing at MCAS Beaufort crashed on Coosaw 
Plantation about four miles north of the air station. Both pilots, a male and a female, ejected 
and walked to nearby civilians for assistance. The female had facial lacerations and was 
taken to Beaufort Memorial Hospital. The male was treated for minor injuries at the Navy 
Medical Clinic on MCAS Beaufort and released. No civilians were injured. This event was 
the third military aircraft crash in Beaufort County in the last fifteen years, with an F35B 
Lightning II jet crash on Little Barnwell Island in September of 2018 (pilot ejected, no 
civilians injured), and Blue Angel number six pilot LCDR Kevin Davis died when his F18 
crashed during an air show on 21 April 2007. Eight civilians on the ground injured.

The Spring all-hands Navy Family Accountability and Assessment System (NFAAS) update 
began. 


Prospective XO CAPT Lanny Littlejohn toured the hospital. 


The National Weather Center issued a tornado warning (indicating a tornado has been 
sighted or indicated by weather radar; there is imminent danger to life and property). The 
cell passed just northwest of NSF Beaufort. Command leaders are well aware of the 
potential for destruction associated with tornados, as a recent (overnight 8/9 July 2021) 
tornado caused over $1,000,000.00 in damage to 44 buildings less than one mile outside the 
southern perimeter of the installation. 


Atlantic Marine Corps Community (AMCC) Services, the private group that, together with 
the US Marine Corps, manages the 53 housing units aboard the installation, hosted a group of 
NSF Beaufort Security and NMRTC Beaufort EM personnel in a tour of 118A Caron Circle, 
an empty residential unit, in support of familiarization and readiness should an emergency 
occur during which Security must enter an on-base home. There are 53 units in NSF 
Beaufort housing, 50 of which were built in 1956 with either the floorplan of 118A ora 
mirror of it (B units were built with the A floorplan flipped). 


CAPT Jeffrey Winfield Baldwin, MSC, USN (Ret), 19th NHB CO, visited with CAPT 
Raymond Reed Batz, MC, USN, 34th CO. 79-year-old CAPT Baldwin was CO from 1 July, 
1986 to 10 July 1989. He said that his Command Master Chief at that time was HMCM 
William E. Dawkins, after whom the currently operating Bachelor Enlisted Quarters (BEQ) 
on base (Building 148) was named Dawkins Hall when it was commissioned on 23 August 
1996. It was also during CAPT Baldwin’s time as CO that the base fishing pier on the bank 
of the Beaufort River was built.

An automatic transfer switch (ATS) used to route electrical power to the command from 
either shore power or the emergency generators was repaired this date and on 13 March. 


66 vials of Pfizer vaccine lost due to temperature excursion at NMRTU Parris Island. The 
alarm failed to sound when the temperature excursion occurred. NMRTU Parris Island 

picked up 84 vials of Pfizer vaccine from Winn Army Community Hospital on Fort Stewart, 
GA, on 18 March to continue vaccination operations.

A DHA civilian job transition presentation took place in the auditorium to brief civilian staff 


whose positions would soon transfer from BUMED to DHA. 
NFAAS Spring all-hands update 100% complete. 


Auxiliary Security Force (ASF) training graduation took place at Security (building 14). 
Eight personnel from the hospital and subordinate clinics volunteered to receive this basic 
Security training and augment the installation Naval Security Force throughout the year.

Security responded to a report of a drone flying at the south-eastern perimeter of the 
installation abutting Fort Frederick. As drones have become more popular, they have 
become a security concern for military installations. After making contact with the drone 
operator, Security determined there was no cause for alarm in this case. 


The installation and hospital participated in an annual Navy Region Southeast Hurricane 
Preparedness Event (HPE) through 25 March. The HPE is intended to increase command 
readiness to participate in the annual Hurricane Exercise Citadel Gale. 


MCAS Beaufort EOD Team participated in an Antiterrorism Training Team (ATTT) 
exercise in AMCC housing, using their robot and portable x-ray capabilities before 


destroying an exercise suspicious package. 


The flag was flown at half-staff as a mark of respect for former Secretary of State Madeline 


Albright and her service to our nation. The flag was returned to normal display on 27 March 


2022.

Transition of Navy Medicine email addresses from @mail.mil to @health.mil began in the 
evening. 


Defense Equal Opportunity Management Institute Organization Climate Survey (DEOCS) 
began, scheduled to continue through 2 September. A DEOC is required within 90 days 
when a new CO assumes command. 

HMCS Sajata Taylor completed serving as Command Senior Chief 

HMCM(SS/FMP) Joseph David (Dave) Matthews checked in as Command Master Chief. 
Last day at the command for interim PAO HM3 Brandon L. Mercede. His photography and 


his skill with producing and editing video were instrumental in capturing the people and 
events that made history daily at NH/NMRTC/NSF Beaufort.

This date, the command is at 334 days and 
counting, and the CO issued one day of special liberty to E5 and below staff in appreciation 
for a job well done.

Military Justice. The Command Legal Clerk reported eleven cases took place in 2022. UCMJ 
violations charged included: two article 86 (Absence without leave); four article 92 (Failure to 
obey order or regulation); two article 107 (False official statements; false swearing); four article 
112A (Wrongful use, possession, etc., of controlled substances); one article 128 (Assault), and 
one article 134 (General article). Five cases were adjudicated by the CO at Non-Judicial 
Punishment (NJP), and six cases were resolved at levels lower than NJP (at a Disciplinary 
Review Board or an Executive Officer Inquiry). 


Arrivals and Departures. The check-in process for newly arrived personnel (active duty, 
civilians, and contractors) included visiting the Emergency Management Department to enroll in 
the mass notification system, and the check-out process included a similar visit to be removed 
from the system. EM logs for 2022 recorded 243 personnel checked in to the Command, and 
252 checked out. Figures for civilians only from the Human Resources Department showed 31 
check-ins and 56 check-outs. 


Contracting. Command Contracting Officers reported the following contracts were awarded in 
2022: Psych Tech (2 FTE), CNA (3 FTE), MRI Tech (2 FTE), XRAY Tech (2FTE). Contracts 
terminated were: General Surgeon (1 FTE), MRI Tech (2 FTE) 


Honor Guard. The Command Honor Guard was made up of 22 Sailors who worked at 
NH/NMRTC Beaufort, NMVRTU Parris Island, and the Medical Clinic on MCAS Beaufort. In 
2022, they supported 144 Military Honors requests from CNRSE, including funeral honors 
located at the Beaufort National Cemetery and other locations as far away as Statesboro, GA. 
Other events supported include: 1 Change of Command ceremony, 3 retirement ceremonies, | 
CPO pinning ceremony, and a Missing in America Project joint detail with Army, Marine, Navy, 
and Air Force members solemnly laying to rest the unclaimed cremains of 9 service members at 
the Beaufort National Cemetery. They also supported the Command’s Corpsman Ball, an Army 
vs Navy football game at NSF/NH/NMRTC Beaufort, and a Charlotte Football Club Major 
League Soccer game in Charlotte, NC. 


Pharmacy. The NMRTC Pharmacy began operations with a new dispensing system in 2022. 
Pharmacy served thousands of beneficiaries, including over 20,000 recruits at MCRD Parris 
Island. With over 200,000 prescriptions filled, the Pharmacy team distributed pharmaceuticals 
worth over $11 million dollars.
